Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milksiiops. 

Within  the  Borough  there  are  four  cowsheds  (accommo- 
dating 8.0  cows),  9 dairies,  and  33  milkshops,  under  inspec- 
tion. Generally  the  bye-laws  are  well  observed. 

Two  dealers’  licences  and  one  supplementary  licence  to 
sell  milk  as  “ Certified  ” were  granted  during  the  year,  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse  (Provision  of  Suitable 
Covered  Receptacles. 

(Sect.  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  amended  by 
Sect.  11,  Public  Health  Act,  1890). 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Borough  Council  passed 
a resolution  to  enforce  rigorously  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Acts.  Hitherto  quite  90  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in 
Aldershot  have  been  content  with  old  boxes,  broken  buckets, 
and  all  kinds  of  uncovered  receptacles,  for  the  purpose  of 
depositing  the  household  refuse  for  removal  by  the  Sur- 
veyor : such  arrangements  were  not  only  discreditable  to 
the  town  from  the  point  of  view  of  general  cleanliness,  order, 
and  appearance,  but  they  always  constituted,  in  my  opinion, 
a continual  standing  menace  to  the  public  health.  In 
future  the  owner  of  every  house  is  bound,  under  the  penalties 
of  the  Act,  to  provide  a proper  sanitary  dustbin. 

With  the  exception  of  ten  houses  situate  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  town,  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  on  the  separate 
water  carriage  system. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  only  in 
respect  of  the  non-compliance  with  statutory  notice  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  and  was  adjourned  for  a week. 

At  the  adjourned  hearing  the  case  was  withdrawn,  the 
required  work  having  been  carried  out.  The  owner  was 
fined  10s. 


Two  appeals  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1919,  were  made 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  connection  with  one  and  four 
houses  respectively.  In  the  former  the  appeal  was  dis- 
missed, and  the  appeal  in  the  latter  case  was  upheld, 
resulting  in  the  closing  of  the  four  houses. 

The  necessary  notices  to  quit  have  been  served  on  the 
occupying  tenants,  but,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  their 
obtaining  other  houses,  no  further  drastic  action  has  yet 
been  taken.

A certain  quantity  of  pork  is  brought  into  the  town  week 
by  week,  having  been  slaughtered  and  prepared  outside  the 
Borough  and  on  unlicensed  premises. 

Although  this  practice  is  to  be  deprecated,  it  is  a difficult 
one  to  prevent,  especially  in  the  absence  of  a public  abattoir. 


The  question  of  a public  abattoir  again  was  considered  by 
the  Council,  and  after  considerable  discussion  was  deferred, 
owing  to  the  unwillingness  expressed  by  the  butchers  in  the 
town  of  making  use  of  such  a building  when  erected.
